The statute 
of 1793, ch 5 ’, sec I, enacts that such 
ships or vessels as are enrolled and li­ 
censed according to the provisions of 
fhat act, “ and none others, shall he 
deem ed ships or vessels of the United 
States, entitled lo the privileges of ships 
engaged in the coasting trade or fish­
